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FACTORY STATISTICS. 


SCOPE OF THE STATISTICS AND DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED. 


Scope.—The statistics are compiled annually in respect of— 


Number and size of factories; number of persons employed in various categories; ages of persons 
employed; salaries and wages paid; rated horse-power of engines ordinarily in use and those in reserve or idle; 
book value of land, buildings, plant and machinery (not capital invested); value of material, containers, 
repairs and replacements, power, fuel and light (including water and lubricating oil) used; quantities and 
values of fuel used; value of output; value of production; and in a number of industries, quantity and value 
of principal materials used and articles produced. 


Factory.—For the purposes of the statistics a “ factory ” is an establishment in which four or more persons. 
are employed, or power (other than manual) is used, in any manufacturing process. The following industries 
are not included—Farriery, Smallgoods-making, Photography Studios, Laundries, Florists and Seedsmen. 


Average Number of Persons Employed.— 


(A) During Period of Operation represents the aggregate of the average weekly number of employees in each: 
factory—the average being calculated for the period the factory was operating during the year. 


(B) During the Whole Year represents the aggregate of the average number of employees in each factory — 
the average being calculated for the period of twelve months. 


All persons employed in the manufacturing activities of a factory are counted as factory employees, including 
operatives, managerial and clerical staff at the factory, working proprietors and “ out workers.” Persons engaged 
in selling and distribution, such-as salesmen, travellers and carters engaged solely on delivery of manufactured 
goods are not included. 


Rated Horse-Power of Engines Installed.—Statistics of power used in factories other than central electricity 
generating stations relate to the “total rated horse-power”’ of engines ordinarily in use and of engines in 
reserve or idle, omitting obsolete engines. In the case of central electricity generating stations the figures refer 
to the “ total rated capacity ” of engines and generators installed. 


Value of Materials used includes the value, as at the factory, of the materials and stores used, containers, 
tools replaced, and materials used in repairs to plant. The following are exceptions :— 


(a) Where factory operations consist of assembling manufactured parts of machines, motor cars, etc., the 
value of the parts is not included; 


(6) Where goods in bulk, e.g., tobacco, tea, are made up in packets, the value of the bulk goods is not included. 
Value of Fuel, ete., Consumed.—This item includes coal, coke, fuel, oil, tar fuel, gas, wood, etc., and the 


cost of electric power and light used. For convenience the cost of lubricants and water used are also included 
under this heading. 


Value of Output is the value of the goods manufactured or work done. It is based generally on the 
selling value at the factory, exclusive of cost of delivery and of excise duty (if any). 


Value of Production is the value added to materials by the processes of manufacture. It is calculated by 
deducting from the value of output the value of materials and fuel used (as defined above). 


[Note.—Materials, fuel, output and production are valued as at the factory.] 


THE FORM AND INSTRUCTIONS. 


A copy of the front of the Form issued to proprietors of factories is reprinted on the following page. Provision: 
is made on the back of the form for the collection of particulars of materials used and articles produced. 


A copy of the instructions issued for the guidance of those responsible for furnishing the information is. 
also shown. 


NOTE.—Statistics of factories and works published in this Part are not a complete record of either the 
income or expenditure of the undertakings concerned, and are not intended to show their financial position.

INSTRUCTIONS TO PERSONS FILLING IN FACTORY RETURNS. 
GENERAL, 


1. These returns are co'lected under the authority of the Census Act, 1901, and any person concerned who refuses or neglects to answer or 
answers untruly any of tne questions on the return is liable to a penalty of £20. An extension of time will not be granted unless it can be shown 
that it is impracticabli to supply the return within the time allowed. ' 

2. Your returns will be regarded as strictly confidential. The information given in these forms is used only for statistical purposes to arrive 
at aggregates for each lind of industry. The contents of individual returns will not be disclosed in any way, and will not be seen by any person 
other than employees of this or the Ccmmonwealth Bureau of Statistics. 

3. (a) Several Industries in One Establishment.—In large establishments where two or more industries are carried on, separate forms 
will be supplied, which should, if practicable, be filled in for each industry. The particulars relating to the whole establishment should be 
allocated, as nearly as possibl2, to each industry. 

(6) Several Branches of one Establishment in Different Locations.—If practicable, a separate return should be completed in 
respect of each address. Where this is not possible a composite return covering the operation of all branches will be accepted. 
providing the average weekly employment is shown separately for each location. 

4, The line “ Nature of Work Done ” should be used for a brief description of the main operations or processes carried out, e.g., Brick- 
making, Shirtmaking, Motor Repairing, Bread Baking, Sawmilling, etc. bad 

5. Where a manufacturing business is carried on in connection with a wholesale or retail trading business, the return must be restricted 

so the details of the manufacturing branch only. That portion of the premises used for manufacturing purposes should be separately valued 
snd shown under Part C. Particulars concerning Salesmen, Travellers, Collectors, and Retailing Storemen must NOT be included with persons 
-mployed in the factory, or in salaries and wages paid. 


EXPLANATION or ITeEmMs ReQuirep. 


6. Period Worked.—The time the establishment was working during the year is to be given in calendar months, holidays during 
working period being also included. 

7. Average Weekly Number of Persons Employed.—This means the average weekly during the period of operation. For example, for 
an establishment working the whole year the average will be the sum of the total employees for each week of the year divided by 52; 
the average for an establishment working three months will be the sum of the weekly totals divided by 13, and similarly with other periods, 
The total of the average numbers employed must be distributed under the various groups as shown. 

Note.—Carters (on wages—not contractors) employed in bringing material for manufacture should be included, but not those engaged 
entirely in the delivery of manufactured goods, as the value of output of such goods is the selling value “ at works,” excluding all delivery 
costs or charges. If the carter’s work be divided in this respect his time and wages should be apportioned accordingly. 

8. Salaries and Wages Paid.— 

Working Proprietors—No amount of remuneration is required to be shown. 
Other Employees.—The total amounts of salaries or wages paid to all employees during the year are required to be given. 
Pay Roll Tax.—The amount paid as PAY ROLL TAX must not be included as salaries and wages paid. 

9. Engines Employed to Drive Machinery—Number and total rated horse-power are required separately for Engines ordinarily in use 
and for engines in reserve or idle (i.e., in use occasionally, as during periods of breakdown by other engines or power supply). Obsolete engines 
must be omitted. If the same power is used in the one establishment for more than one “ industry ” the horse-power of the engines 
‘should be allocated, if practicable, as indicated in 3 above. 

10. Value of Land and Buildings used for Works and Factory Purposes.—Where the Land, Buildings and Fixtures are the property of 
‘the occupier, the values stated should be the depreciated values or book values less any depreciation reserve existing in respect of them. 
Tf the premises are rented, state the amount of rent payable, exclusive of rates and taxes. 

11. Value of Machinery and Plant.—This should include the value of all machinery, implements and tools used; also plant for the con- 
weyance of raw materials (such as trams, carts, horses, etc., and casks in the case of a brewery). In brickyards, potteries, and glassworks 
tthe value of the kiln should be included under this head, and not as a building. The values stated should be the depreciated values, or book 
values less any depreciation reserve existing in respect of them. Where rent is paid for machinery the amount payable must be stated. 

12. Cost of Power, Fuel and Light Used.—Care should be exercised to see that the costs are not duplicated in any of the other items 
and that full particulars of quantities asked for are given for each kind of fuel. Coal used in the manufacture of coke and gas, coke used in 
‘Steel Furnaces. and acetylene gas and oxygen should not be included here but shown as a raw material opposite Item (13). 

13. Materials Used, etc.—Item 183—The value quoted should be the cost landed at the factory of all materials actually used during 
‘the year. In addition the value of goods in process at the beginning of the year should be included in this item. All subsidies, rebates, 
ate., paid to the producer of the raw materials should be excluded. 

Making-up or Treating Customers’ Materials—Include in Item 13, the value at cost only of maker’s own materials, such as 
‘trimmings, cottons, etc. (dyes, etc., in dyeing) used, and in Part E, Item 15B, the amount charged to customers for making-up or treating 
their materials. 

Repair Work of any Kind.—The value at cost of all materials used in repairing should be included in Item 13, while the amount charged 
for making repairs should be shown in Part E, Item 15B. 

Other Costs of Production.—Costs such as insurance, taxation, etc., must not be included anywhere on the form. This is a return of 
selected items of factory statistics and it is not intended to embrace all items of cost nor to reveal profits or losses. Only those costs specifi- 

~ally mentioned on the form are to be shown thereon. 

Assembling the Manufactured Parts of Machines, Motor Cars, etc.—Where manufacturing operations consist only or partly of assembling 
“the manufactured parts of machines, motor cars, etc., the value of the parts should not be included in the cost of materials used, nor in the 
value of output. The value of output (Part E, Item 15B) should include the actual labour cost of assembling the parts, cost of fuel and 
power used, any additional expenses of assembly, and profit made on such work. 

Finished Goods Purchased for Re-sale.—The value of finished goods purchased for re-sale without treatment, must not be included 
anywhere. 

“14. Value of Output.—Item 15A.—The value here given should be the selling: value at factory to customers of all goods made or 
jprocessed during the year (including by-products) after deducting all delivery costs and charges and after adding any bounty or price 
‘stabilization subsidy received by the manufacturer on the finished product. That portion of the goods manufactured and remaining unsold 
‘at the end of the year should be valued at current rates. 

Item 15B.—The value here given should be the amount charged to customers for other work done, such as repairs, renovations and 
alterations and work done on commission. 

Goods in Process of Manufacture.—The value of goods in process at the end of the year just completed must also be included in the 
value of output (Item 15B). Similarly, the value of goods in process at the beginning of the same year must be added to the “cost of 
‘materials ”’ used (Item 13). 

Costs of Installation, ete.—Where the selling price of manufactured goods includes installing or fixing (shop and window fittings, tiles, 
(fibrous plaster sheets, etc.) the charges for transport, installation, erection or fixing of such goods must be deducted in valuing output in 
Item 15A. Employees engaged in such work, and their wages, must also be excluded from Part A. 

15, Excise and Sales Tax.—Must not be included in the value of output or in the particulars given of any article manufactured. 

16. Bounty or Subsidy.—The amount received as bounty or subsidy (of any kind) on the production of any article must be included 
vin the “ value” of goods manufactured (Item 154A). 


Dreections RELatine To SprcrAL INDUSTRIES. 


Bakeries.—Carters and all persons engaged solely in delivery and in selling the commodities produced should be excluded. The output 
~value should be the selling value of bread, etc., made, less all delivery and selling costs. 

Brick, Pottery and Tile Works.—The value of materials used shown in Part D must include wages of pitmen and all other costs incidental 
‘to obtaining clay and delivering at the kiln. Such employees and the wages paid to them should, therefore, not be included in Part A. The 
walue of the kiln must be included as part of your plant and not as a building. 

Cold Storage.—The value of the commodities placed in the cold store should not be included in the cost of materials used (Part D) 
mor inthe value of the output (Part E). The amount to be shown in Part E, Item 15B, should include the actual labour cost, the cost 
of fuel and power used, any additional expenses of storing, and profit made on such work. 

Food-packing, T'obacco-cutting and Packing, Tea-blending and Packing, Bottling and Grading Establishments.—In these and other 
similar establishments where imported or other goods in bulk are made up in packets, but no actual manufacturing is done, only the value 
added to the material by the operation should be shown in Part E, Item 15B. This value may be ascertained by subtracting the cost of 
materials used from the wholesale selling value of the finished goods. : 

Newspapers, Magazines, and Journals.—If the newspaper, magazine, or journal is printed by the proprictors; only the persons employed 
in the printing should be included in the return. The value of the output is not required, but all other particulars must be furnished, In 
other cases, where the newspaper or journal is printed for the proprietors by another person, it should be treated in the return of the printer

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EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


Local Governing Bodies in New South Wales comprise Municipal, Shire and Cotitity Coiincils. 
Seventeen of the municipalities are proclaimed cities. With the éxception of thé Sydney Couiity 
Council, all councils are regulated by thé Local Govertitnent Act; 1919, as amended. The City of 
Sydney was regulated by the Sydney Corporation Act until brought under the provisions of the Local 
Government Act on Ist January, 1949, when the City bétihdaries were extended to incorporate eight 
former suburban miunicipalities. 


Statistics in this section are mainly financial, ahd show inter alia details of revenue, éxpenditiire 
(frém reventie and loans), capital indebtediiess, property valuations and rating. Comparative summary 
tables relate to 1951 and earlier years (1952 or 1958 in a few instancés) and the detailed statisties published 
ili respect of individual coun i's (Tab!es 20 ti 66) fate to the yéar 1950. 


Local Government activities are classified broadly as follows :—= 

(i) Ordinary Services.—This group includes roads and footpaths, sanitary and garbage 
services, parks and reserves, council properties, housing, health arid piiblic sérvices 
(for details see Tables 10 ahd 11). These servieés come within the scope of each 
council’s general fund, and special and local fuiids Which are Similar in nature to the 
general fund. 

(ii) Trading Undertakings—These are for the supply of electricity, gas, water, building 
ma‘er.als and ice, and the provision of abattoirs and sewerage. Séparate funds 
are kept for each undertaking. 


Particulars of Ordinary Services expenditure as shown in thé summary tables are not presented 
in the same form as in the statements of revenue accounts preparéd by councils: The accounts of 
councils are composite in character and show in combination expendituré from both révenue and loans. 
In the summary tables herein expénditure from each source is shown separately—expenditure from 
révéenue in Tables 8, 11 and 12, and experndittite from loans in Tables 14 and 15. By such 
méans particulars of councils até shown in a form Which is more commonly used by public authorities. 


The revenué and expetiditure of trading uiidertakings are shown on a “ profit and loss ” basis, 
thé sare form as in the accounts prepared by councils. 


The activities of individual councils are shown in the following tables, viz.i— 


(a) Municipalities (including the City of Sydney) and Shires in Tablés 20 to 58: Additional 
information i8 also shown for the cities of Sydney and Neweastle in Tables 1 to 19. Ordinary Services 
expenditure as appearing in Tables 23 and 46 is in the same form as in dotincils’ accounts; and differs, 
therefore, from totals shown in the summary tables, which have beéh adjusted as deséribed above. 
Ex enditure on such services as parks, baths, markets and property, which has been capitalised, 
is nt iricluded in these tables, but is shown in total in Tables 24 and 47; 


(b) County Councils (including the Sydney County Council and Grafton and South.Grafton Water 
Jieard) in Tables 59 to 66.

Uniform Inome Tax. Since 1st July, 1942, the Commonwealth Government has been the sole authority levying tax on 
incomes in Australia. The Commonwealth tax is levied at uniform rates throughout Australia and replaced the separate 
taxes formerly levied at various rates by the Commonwealth and each of the States. A similar system operated for a time in 
respect of Entertainments Tax. ‘The States are reimbursed by the Commonwealth for suspension of their separate taxes. 

Amounts received annually by New South Wales under the uniform taxation system since 1942-43 consist of (a) arrears 
of State Income Tax collected, and (6) Commonwealth Reimbursement Grants, as shown in the first and last columns, 
respectively, of the table below.

1949. 
On maturity, Series (a) was convertible into Series (b). Series (b), which commenced to mature in March, 1952, in most 
instances, may be extended for another five years at 3} per cent. compound interest per annum. The last of the Savings 
Certificates will mature in 1960.

Section I—OVERSEA TRADE. 


Statistics of the Oversea Trade of Australia are compiled by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics from records 
of the Department of Trade and Customs; details are published annually in the Commonwealth Bulletin of Oversea Trade and 


Customs and Excise Revenue. 


Particulars of the Oversea Trade of New South Wales published in this section of the Statistical Register were compiled from 
tabulations supplied by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics. 


Basis of Valuation.—The values of oversea imports and exports are expressed in Australian currency free on board at port of 


shipment. 


Wartime Trade.—Lend-lease imports and exports for the Forces in the Pacific Area were included in statistics of Oversea 
Trade during the war, but supplies imported or exported direct to their nationals by visiting Allied Forces were not included. Customs 
entries for lend-lease goods were frequently delayed for some months and in such cases the imports were recorded in the month in 
which entry was passed. 

Records are not available regarding some lend-lease imports and exports of war materials on Government account for which 
entries were not passed in the normal way. The Commonwealth Statistician has estimated that the value (in Australian currency 
f.o.b.) of this unrecorded trade of Australia (all States) was as follows :— 


Imports £18,350,000 in 1941-42, nil in later years. 


Exports (non-foodstuffs) £12,645,000 in 1941-42, £2,500,000 in 1942-43, 
£10,000,000 in 1943-44 and £2,000,000 in 1944-45. These amounts cannot be apportioned among the various States and no estimate 
of the amount of New South Wales trade unrecorded is included in the statistics published herein.

Gross tonnage of a vessel is the internal cubical capacity expressed as tons; one hundred cubic feet equals one ton. 
Net tonnage of a vessel is gross tonnage as defined above less spaces which cannot be utilised for carriage of cargo and

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Section III. — BUILDING. 


NOTES. 


1. The statistics given in this section relate to building structures and exclude other types of construction. Repairs, 
renovations, and minor alterations to buildings, and most buildings on rural holdings are excluded. 


2. Statistics of building throughout the State by Commonwealth, State, and local governmental authorities have 
been compiled since July, 1939. Statistics of private building approved in 1946 and earlier years were derived from returns 
of permits to build issued by the local government councils of the Metropolis of Sydney, 129 country towns (including 11 
in the Balance of Cumberland) and 7 extra metropolitan shires; for 1947 and later years, returns of permits to build have 
been obtained from all local councils in the State. Additional particulars relating to buildings actually commenced and 
completed are collected from building contractors and owner-builders. 


3. “ Value ” represents the estimated cost of the building when completed (exclusive of the land). 
4. Building is classified as ‘‘ government” or “‘ private” according to ownership. Many buildings classified as 
** government ” are constructed by private builders on contract to governmental authorities. 


5. “ Value of Building Approved ” is (i) for private building — the value of permits issued by local government councils; 
and (ii) for government building — the value of contracts let or work commenced and day labour jobs authorised by govern- 
mental authorities. 

6. “ Number of Houses and Flats Approved ” is (i) for private buildings —the number for which local government 
council permits were issued; and (ii) for government buildings —the number included in contracts let or day labour jobs 
authorised by governmental authorities.

No. 5.—Basie Wages—Sydney—1939 to 1953. 


The wage-regulating tribunals exercising jurisdiction under State or Federal law base their determinations upon: 
“‘living ”’ or “ basic ” wages which represent the minimum rates which may be prescribed for adult unskilled workers. The 
determination of living wages for men and women in industries under State jurisdiction was a function ot the Industrial 
Commission of New South Wales from 1926 to 1937. In October, 1937, the basic wage of the Commonwealth Court 
of Conciliation and Arbitration was adopted. 

In the Commonwealth jurisdiction, basic wages are determined by the Full Bench of the Commonwealth Court 
of Conciliation and Arbitration. Until August, 1953, the rates were usually subject to automatic adjustment at quarterly 
intervals according to the “Court Series” of Retail Price Index Numbers, which corresponded with the “C”? Series 
Index compiled by the Commonwealth Statistician }for the capital cities and certain towns in Australia, In September, 
1953, the Commonwealth Court of Conciliation and Arbitration abolished quarterly adjustments.

Compiled by Commonwealth Statistician. The wages data are based upon the minimum amounts payable for a full 
week’s work, calculated on the minimum hourly, daily or weekly rates prescribed by industrial awards and agreements or 
the predominant rates for a few occupations not subject thereto. The rates relate to the Metropolitan Area (Sydney) except 
in industries such as the mining, agricultural and pastoral industries. 

Minimum wage rates in certain occupations are shown in Table 8 and an arithmetic mean of these and other 
occupations is shown according to industrial groupings in Table 7. In computing the average for all industries combined 
(Table 6) the average for each group is weighted according to the number of workers in that group. 

The average weekly standard working hours are calculated by similar method. 

The data are in course of revision to meet changes in industrial structure. The amounts shown should not be regarded 
as actual current averages but as indexes expressed in money and hour terms.

No. 10.—Industrial Disputes, N.S.W., in Existence during the Year, 1933 to 1953. 


Statistics in Tables 10 to 14 are prepared from data collected and tabulated by N.S.W. Department of Labour and Industry 
and Social Welfare. 

They only include workers directly involved in disputes. ‘“‘Workers involved” is the sum of workers involved in each separate 
dispute. A dispute is counted as one dispute even if other workers subsequently become parties to it, but where workers cease 
in sympathy, each sympathy stoppage is counted as a separate dispute. If a dispute causes closure of a mine, all employees of 
the mine are deemed to be involved, but if mine work continues, only those ceasing work are counted as involved. 

In calculating ‘‘ working days lost ” the days on which work ordinarily would be performed are taken into account, without 
allowance for intermittency of work from causes other than disputes, and for absenteeism. Hence the working days lost (in mining 
disputes in particular) tend to be overstated.

The Act applies widely in providing for compulsory insurance and the compensation of workers in respect of injuries arising 
out of or in course of employment or the daily or other periodic journey between home and the place of employment. The principal 
classes of workers not covered by the Act are Commonwealth Government employees, the police, outworkers, casuals employed 
for one period only of five or less days other than for the purpose of the employer’s business, employees whose remuneration 
(exclusive of overtime, bonuses and special allowances) exceeds £1,250 (£750 prior to 20th December, 1948), silica dust cases other 
than in coal mining, and workers compensable under the Workmen’s Compensation (Broken Hill) Act.

MINING—EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


Statistics published in this Part were compiled mainly by the Department of Mines; certain: 
supplementary data were obtained from the Joint Coal Board, or collected from mines by this Bureau 
under the Census Act, 1901. 


For purposes of these statistics, the mining industry is taken as embracing not only the actual’ 
mining or quarrying operations but, also, crushing or ore dressing operations carried out in treatment 
works situated at or near the mine or quarry. 


Detailed statistics of the quantity and value of each mineral produced, as set out in Tables 3 and 4, 
are available only from 1950; particulars available for 1949 and earlier years were published on pages 599° 
and 600 of the Statistical Register, 1950-1951. 

In the following tables each mineral, and the value thereof, is recorded in the form 
in which the material leaves the working, e.g., in the case of a metal mine, as an ore if 
untreated before despatch, or as a concentrate if ore dressing operations are undertaken at or about 
the mine. The minerals are classified into four groups (metallic, fuel, and non-metallic minerals,. 
and construction materials) and Table 3 shows, as well as quantities and values as above, the assayed! 
contents of the various metallic minerals where these are of economic worth. In Table 4 such 
contents are reassembled to show the aggregate quantity of each metal or element contained in the 
various types of metallic minerals produced. The total contents, as shown, are known as ‘“ Mine 
Production,” and as no allowance is made for losses in smelting and refining, they are, in general,. 
greater than the quantities actually recoverable.
